-FPATHER 8. No; the Church attaches Indulgences to contain 
prayers, or good works, which, if performed by a person who is in 
the state of grace and otherwise toy disposed, become efféctive. 
You have seen in the Catechism that an Indulgence is either Plenary 
vr Partial: that is, it is either calculated to remove all or only part 

ef the. punishment. Partial Indulgences «re usually at-' 
tached to-prayers, whilst for a Plenary Indulgence it is nearly always 
required that ‘the-person-receive Holy Communion and pay a yisit to 
the chureh, where he must say some prayers for the success of God's 
interests on earth, especially as they are in the mind of the Pope.
